Disc-package filter for cleaning liqs.. e.g. in atomic power 
installations, to remove prods, of corrosion from the heat-carrier 
in the primary circuit, has body (1) and lid (2), plus pipes (3.4) and 
filter element (5) made up from individual filtering discs (7) 
mounted into tubes contg. throttling holes (8). Operational 
reliability is increased and repair is simplified, by fitting the 
filter with chambers (6) into which the filtering discs are 
mounted.

Operation 

The Incoming water travels up the perforated pipe (4). through 
the holes (8> into the filtering elements, where it is filtered by the 
discs (7>. The solid phase is retained on the surfaces of the discs 
and the liq. phase passes out through the holes (9) and the pipe (3) 
The hydraulic resistance of the holes (8) can be considerably 
higher than that of the filtering discs (7) to achieve the degree of 
purification without clogging. If one of the filtering discs breaks
